N every Cathedral and Collegiate Church, 
[ at leaſt once every Month, and in eve 
ariſh Church: and Chapel where Sacra- 
ments are to be adminiſtered within this 
Realm, the Holy Communion ſhall be mi- 
niſtered by the Parſon, Vicar or Miniſter, 
ſo often, and at ſuch times as. every Pa- 
riſhioner may communicate at the leaſt 


[thrice in the Year, (whereof the Feaſt of 


Eaſter to be one) according as they are ap- 
pointed by the Book of Common-Prayer, | 
And that no Miniſter when he celtbrateth 
the Communion, ſhall wittingly admini- I 
ſter the ſame to any but ſuch as kneel: I 
Provided, that every Miniſter as often as 
he adminiſtereth the Communion, fhal! 
firſt receive the Sacrament himſelf. Fur- 
thermore, no Bread nor Wine newly 
brought ſhall be uſed, but firſt the Words 
of Inſtitution ſhall be rehearſed, when the 
ſaid Bread and Wine be preſented upon the 
Communion-Table. Likewiſe the Mini- 
ſter ſhall deliver both the Bread and Wine 
to every Communicant ſeverally. 
XIX. Warning to be given beforehand for the 
VV 1 
1 Hereas every lay Perſon is bound to 
receive the Holy Communion thrice } 
every Year, and many notwithſtanding do 
not receive that Sacrament once in a Year: | 
We do require every Miniſter to give warn- 
ing to his Pariſhioners publickly in the 
Church at Morning Prayer, the Sunday 
before every time of his adminiſtering the 
Holy Sacrament, for the better Preparation 
of themſelves: Which faid warning we 
enjoin the ſaid Pariſhioners to accept and 
obey, under the Penalty and Danger of 
the Law. And the Miniſter of every Pa- 
riſh, and in Cuhedral and Collegiate 
Churches ſome Principal Miniſter of the 
Church ſhall, the Afternoon before the 
ſaid Adminiſtration, give warning by the

And provided alſo 
under the Pain before expreſſed, that no 
Chaplains do preach or adminiſter the 
Communion in any other Places but in the 
Chapels of the ſaid Houſes, and that alſo 
they do the ſame very ſeldom upon Sundays 
and Holy-days. So that both the Lords 
and Maſters of the ſaid Houſes, and their 
Families, ſhall at other times reſort to 
their own Pariſh Churches, and there re- 
ceive the Holy Communion, at the leaſt 
once every Year. 


XXII. Miniſters not to bold pre vate  Conven- 
me. | 


Oraſmuch as all Conventicles and ſe- 
cret Meetings of Prieſts and Mini- 
{ters have been ever juſtly accounted very 
hurtful to the ſtate of the Churchowherein 
they live: We do now ordain and conſti- 
tute, that no Prieſts or Miniſters of the 
word of God, nor any other Perſons ſhall 
meet together in any private Houſe, or 
elſewhere, to conſult upon any Matter or 
Courſe to be taken by them, or upon their

cal Juriſdiction, ſhall appoint, conſtitute, 
make and confirm any Chancellor, Com- 
miſſary, or Official, for longer time than 
their own Incumbency, except he be of 
the full Age of Twenty-ſix Years at leaſt, 


and one that is learned 1 in the Civil and 


Eccleſiaſtical Laws, and is at the leaſt a 
Maſter of Arts, or Batchelor of Law, and 
is reaſonably well practiſed in the Courſe 
thereof. Neither ſhall they let their Ju- 
riſdictions to farm, or grant, or confirm to 
any Man, the next, ſecond, or third ad- 
vowſon of any Prebend or Benefice, being 
in their Gift. And if they ſhall make or 
confirm any ſuch Grant or Patent of the 
Place of Chancellor, Commiſſary, or Of- 
_ ficial, for longer Term than during their 
Incumbency, to any that is not qualified, 

as is hereby required, then the ſaid Perſon 
ſo accepting the ſaid Patent or Grant, is 
to be held and declared uncapable thereof, 
to all intents whatſoever. Laſtly, the ſaid 


Archbiſhops and Biſhops ſhall provide, | 


that the Clergy and People be not bur- 
dened with unjuſt Exactions by their Ser- 
vants and Officers in their Viſitations: 

And that neither the Archbiſhops therein,

O Archbiſhop, Biſhop, Dean and 
Chapter, or Dignitary, ſhall in any 
wile diminiſh the ancient Revenues of 
their Sees, or Churches, nor alienate their 
Lands in fee-farm, nor deſtroy their 
Woods, nor give power to their Tenants 
to make waſte thereof, nor by any Device 
demiſe their Menſal or Demeſne Lands, 
unleſs it be to their Curates, actually diſ- 
charging the ſaid Cures, without forty 
Days abſence in any one Year, and to 
them for no longer time or term than 
during their own Incumbency. Neither 
ſhall they join with any Dignitary, Pre- 
bend, or other Beneficiary or Beneficiaries 
to confirm the Leaſes or Alienations made, 
or to be made by him or them, of any 
Eccleſiaſtical Profits or Obventions. And 
the ſaid Archbiſhops and Biſhops ſhall 
carefully provide that all Churches, Chan- 
cels, and Manſe-houſes, the Repair where- 
of properly belongeth to them, or any of 
them, or to any other Eccleſiaſtical Per- 
ſon or Perſons, be from time to time pre- 
ſerved from Ruin and Decay.

VERY Archdeacon which hath Au- 
thority to viſit either by common

to preſent, as well the Crimes and Diſor- 
ders committed by the ſame criminous 
Perſons, as alſo the. common Fame which 
is ſpread abroad of them, whereby they 
are often maligned, and ſometimes trou- 
bled by the ſaid Delinquents, or their 
Friends: We do admoniſh and exhort all

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V. For the more - effe@tual prevention hr diſ- i 


covery of clandeſtine Marriages. , 
OR the more effectual prevention of 
. clandeſtine Marriages, We conſtitute 


and appoint, that every Perſon who is 


married clandeſtinely, where neither Bapns, 
according to the Kubrick, have been pub- 
liſhed, or Licenſe obtained ; or where the 


ſaid Marriage 1s ſolemnized by a Perſon 


not qualified by Law, or in any other 


Form, than that which is preſcribed by 


the Church of Ireland, as by Law eſta- 
bliſhed ; and all that are preſent at ſuch 
Marriages, ſhall be obliged to do publick 
Penance : And that the Parties ſo clan- 


| deſtinely married, ſhall be obliged to diſ- 


cover the Perſon that married or pretend- 
ed to marry them, under pain of Excom- 
munication, from which they ſhall not be 


abſolved before they make ſuch Diſcovery. 
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
